burgh University: on the subject of 
insulin. . - ve : 

‘He related how in 1920, in: Lon- 
don, Ontario, his interest was 
nroused by reading an article’, by 
Moses Baron on the subject, It so 
affected him that he was unable to 
sleep that alght,and two o'clock in 
the morning‘he was able to cry- 
stallise his. ideas into a- form 
that would lend itself to experi- 
ment. . Experiments were begun in | 
May, 1921, with “dogs as: the sub- 
ject, and in January, 1922, the firat 
patients were treated in Toronto 
General Hospital. The results 
were most encouraging, and rapid. 
(progress was made, resulting in the 
establishment of several clinics. | 
. Dr. Banting said that the cause 
of diabetes was unknown. It wag 
due to a deficiency of the internal 
secretion of the pancreas, but they 
did not know the cause of that de- 
ficiency, . Heredity seemed to play, 
ao part in a Hmited number of cases, 
Diet was thought by some to -be-the 
main: cause,’ and there was: consi- 
derable evidence to show that over-| 
feeding with lack, of exercise pre- 
disposed ‘a person to, diabetes.
